EVENING SCHOOL O P E N I N G 


With every indication of a healthy 


interest on the part of the public and 
a good attendance, the evening schools 
of the city are about to open for an- 
other season. Hegistration 
is 
about 


the same as tiiat of last year, and it is 
to be e.xpecled that as usual niuny 
pupils will present themselves when 
the schools have been in session for 
some lime. The grammar schools re- 
port a goad rjuota of applicants, the 
high school has almost 500, and the 
vocational 
school has approximately 


400 women and almost 150 men. 


For some years there lias been a 


gratifying tendency in this city to re- 
gard the evening schools as a. serious 
proposition, not merely as a pleasant 
way for so many boys and girls to 
waste their winter evenings. On tho 
whole, discipline is better than for- 
merly, Ihe work is of a higher order 
and the results speak of mutual effort 
by pupil and teacher alike. Our even- 
ing school graduations are second in 
importance only to the day school, and 
the pupils secure good positions and 
are looked on favorably by employers. 
One who sees the application of those 
who take uu a course of study at the 
vocational school or at 
the 
textile 


school is impressed by the facts that 
our evening school opportunities offer 
a chance for education and advance- 
ment to many who' cannot afford to 
ignore it.

gram of studies In this city, a great 
many Lowell young men and women 


of some hr.ppy inspiration. Very, very 
good, but is it reliable? If we re-call 
rightly, hazing has been many times 
condemned both by the Annapolis offi- 
cials and by public opinion, yet it has 
cropped out with unhappy regularity 
and occasional accidents .showed it up 
in a very bad light.
